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THE ARTS ASSOCIATHOR. 


The Grant of $2,500 Has Been Given. | 


On Wednesday last in the House! 
there was considerable discussion over | 
the item in the estimate granting $2,- | 
500 towards the Western Agricultural | 
and Arts Association, under whose} 
auspices it will now be possible to hold | 
an exhibition in Brandon that will 
eclipse any previous effort made in the| 
province. 


Hon. Mr. Greenway supported the 
grant in a strong speech, ano said that 
the amount of $500 had been promised | 
last year, an lon the strength of this) 
was expended by the fair, but not put | 
in the supplementary estimates. The | 
increased amount had been pressed for | 
by a large deputation and it would not | 
be regretted if the effect of this grant | 
was tocreate four or five g od fairs | 
instead of the fifty small fairs now ex- 
isting. It was the intention to make | 
this fair forthe western part of the | 
province what the Winnipeg Industrial | 
was tothe whole west. The premier 
pointed out that there were some 
electoral divisions about Brandonwhich 
had not had any divisi nal + xhibition, 
and on this ground might claim, as in 
the case of the Winnipeg Industrial, 
such consideration. North Brandon, 
tor instance, had existed for eight 
years, and if it had had an exhibition 
getting say $250 per vear, it would 
have used up $2,000, so that it would 
not cost the province any more to give 
this ina lump sum. He reminded 
them that a western fair was estab- 
lished in Ontario which in a very few 
years eclipsed the provincial exhibi- 
tion. The first experiment here, that 
ot Winnipeg Industrial, had been a 
success. He hoped this one in Bian- 
don would be a success also. Brandon 
was better situated than Winnipeg for 
securing exhibits of live stock. The 
directors of the Winnipeg exhibition, 
he understood, were agreeable to this 
grant, and the government’s idea was 
certainly not that there should be con 
flict but co-operation between the two 
exhibition. 

Mr. Sirett opposed the grant on the 
ground that the finances of the prov- 
ince would not stand the creation of 
another fair in the western part of the 
province. He held that Brandon was 
not entitled more than other places, 
say Birtle, Neepawa or Deloraine. The 
idea of creating a big fair was doubt- 
leas a nice one, but there were other 
things which required the money 
wore, as institutions for the blind. 
etc. It was opening the door for &n 
annual grant. 

Mr. Dickie opposed the grant and de- 
fended the smaller fairs. Last year a 
large number of peopie visited Bran- 
don and were disappointed at the poor 
fuir. 

Mr. Fraser defended the grant. The 
ety of Brandon had arranged to spend 
$10,L00 to make a first-class fair, if the 
government would make a grant of 

5,000. If there was any objection to 
the grant it was that it was too small. 
The city was the centre of a good 
farming district. It was not a Bran- 
don affair, but something that would 
result tothe good of the whole prov- 
nce. The city council was giving 
$1,000, the citizens $9,000, and also 
land valued at $4,000, so that practical- 
ly Brandon was giving $14,000. He 
held that when towns went down into 
their purses for such large amounts 
the government was justified in assist- 
ing them liberally. 

Mr. MeFadden acknowledged the en- 
terprise of the people of Brandon, but 
did not think the time was opportune 
for the grant. 

My. Myers felt that good would be 
accomplished by the expenditure of 
this money by the people of Brandon, 
who were doing all they could to pre- 
sent 2 good exhibition. 

Mr. Campbell pointed out that by 
reason of the distance many people 
were unable to come to Winnipeg, and 
it was onlv right that they should 
have an opportunity of attending a 
good exhibition. In addition to the 
benefit to be derived from the fair, the 
farmers had also the attraction of the 
Experimental farm, which every 
farmer in Manitoba should visit.

SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Immediately alter the last session 
the govern.went of Manitoba was io- 
vited to hold acenference with my 
ministers on the subject of crievances 
arising out of the act of that province:

government came to Ottawa, and after 
many and protracted discussions, # 
settlement was reached between th:

the existing conditions of this disturb- 
ing question. Lcontidently hope that 
this settlement will put an end to the 
agitation which has marred the har- 
mony and indeed tne development o: 
our country and will prove the begin- 
ning of anew cratobe characterizeu 
by generous treatment by one another, 
mutual concessions snd reciprecai 
good will. 

THE TARIFF. 

A measure will be submitted to you 
tor the revision of the tariff which 1t is 
believed will provide the necessary 
revenue, and while having due regard 
to the industrial interests will make 
our fiscal system more satisfactory to 
the masses of the people. You wiil be 
asked to yive your support tos bill 
abolishing the present expensive and 
unsatisfactory franchise act and 
adopting for the election of members 
vf the house of commons the fran- 
chises of the several provinces. 

ST. LAWRENCE CANALS, 

My government has determined that 
the advantages to accrue, both to eur 
Western producers and to the business 
interests of the whole Dominion from 
the completion of works tor the en- 
largement of the St. Lawrence canals 
should no longer be deferred and has, 
subject to the approval of parliament, 
taken the initial steps for a vigorous 
prosecution of these works and for the 
perfecting of the canal syetem Py the 
close of tue year 1898. 

COLD STORAGE, 


Ihave much satisfaction in inform- 
ing you that arrangements have been 
concluded which, if you approve, will 
enable the intercolonial system to 
reach Montreal, and thus share in the 
large traflic. The advantages which 
will flow from this extension of that 
railway are apparent, and I have no 
doubt you will gladly approve of the 
proposal. Appreciating the difficulties 
encountered by our farmers in placing 
their perishable food products on the 
Exglish markets im good condition my 
government has airanged a complete 
system of cold storage accommodation 
at creameries, on railways, at ports 
and on steamers, by which these  pro- 
ducts can be preserved at the desired 
temperature during the whole journey 
from the point ef production to Great 
Britain. The contract made for this 
purpose will be laid befute you. 

PROHIBITION. 


It is desirable that the mind of the 
people of Canada should be clearly as- 
certained on tae subject of prohibition 
and a measure enabling the electors tu 
vote upon that question will be sub- 
mitted for your approval. 

BEHRING SEA CLAIM. 


The Behring s.a claims convention 
constituted during the past year to ad- 
just the damages payable to the owners 
of the British sealing vessels seized by 
the cruisers of the United States on 
the high seas, has completed taking 
the evidence submitted te it by the 
reapective governments. I indulge in 
the hope that a final and satisfactory 
adjudication of this long delayed claim 
will now speedily be reached.

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WELSH MOUNTAIN SHEEP. 


Hardiest and Most Easily Reared Lamb: 
In Existence. 

We find in an English journal, Thc 
Illustrated Penny Paper, a cut and de- 
scription of what seems to be one of the 
most profitable breeds of sheep to be 
found anywhere. From the description 
of the Welsh mountain sheep we judge 
they would be exceedingly profitable ix 
the United States, especially amon, 
that too large class of farmers who ar 
careless with their live stock. The Welsh 
sheep is particularly hardy and would 
St in well on poor and rocky lands with 
scant herbage. The English writer de 
scribes these sheep thus: 

In size they are small medium. It 
would take a very good early lamb tc 
weigh 40 pounds in October. Some ] 
handled lately were under 30 pounds, 
but they were very small and very late 
ones. The great cause of the small size 
in these sheep is in premature breeding. 
It is quite common to see rams running 
with and serving lambs not much over 6 
months old.

I have se: n fair lambs of this breed sole 
in the November fairs at 6 and 7 shil 
lings each (#1.50 to $1.75), and the 
farmers covsider themselves fairly wel) 
paid for rearing them if they can se) 
them for those prices. As to the type.

Mothers at 10 months old sometimes 
no wonder they run small and produc: 
only one young at atime. In habit thes 
sheep are quict and give little trouble 
but they love to be on the tops of tir 
mountains in fine weather. There 1 
money in these sheep as lambs for mar 
ket, if any of my readers want an ope? 
ing. Surely if Welsh mutton in London 
is worth § pence or 9 pence (16 to I> 
cents) per pound, and if lambs at 2- 
pounds can be bought for 6 or7 shillings. 
there is money inthem. Weish sheet 
farmers do not get it—not they. It goes 
into several pockets on its way to the 
family table of the town consumer. 

The meat, as the farmers themselves 
know it and eat it fresh off the moun 
tains, is delicious. There is no other 
mutton like it, and I think for invalic- 
fare and for easy digestion it is the ten 
derest and sweetest of flesh food I know 
of. The lambs will not fatten to any ad 
vantage. They want a few weeks’ good 
keep, and then to be killed and eaten 
during the early winter months. Ot 
course the meat is nearly all lean. If 
fat there be, it is inside the animal, anc 
not mixed up with its flesh. Let me de- 
pict what some anxious “looker out”’ 
may like to know of a small farmstead.

LIVE STOCK SHIPMENTS. * 


Matual Quarantine and Other Reguistiag 
Between Canada and This Country. 

The agreement between the Unite@ 
States and Canada relating to cattla, 
sheep, swine and horses is as follows: 

Each country shall accept the veterims 
ary certificates of the other. 

The chief of the bureau of animal ine 
dustry and the chief inspector of stock 
for Canada will mutually inform one 
another of any outbreak of contagious 
animal diseuse in either country, or of 
disease in animals imported from either 
country. 

A 90 day quarantine shall be enforced 
by both countries upon all cattle im- 
ported from Europe or from any country 
in which contagious pleuropnenmonia 
is known to exist. A 15 day quarantine 
shall be enforced upon all ruminante 
and swine imported from countries in 
which foot and mouth diseases have ex- 
isted within six months and upon al] 
swine imported from all other countries. 

Breeding cattle admitted into this 
gountry must be accompanied by a cer- 
tificate that they have been subjected tc 
the tuberculin test and found tree from 
tuberculosis; otherwise they shall be 
detained in quarantine one week and 
subjected to the tuberculin test. All 
cattle found tuberculous must be return. 
ed to the country whence shipped or 
slaughtered without compensation. 

Cattle for feeding or stocking ranches 
must be accompanied by a certificat: 
showing that they are free from any 
sontagious disease and that (excepting 
tuberculosis) no such disease exists in 
the district whence they came. 

Cattle in transit will be admitted at 
any port of the United States and Can 
ada in bond, or in bond for exportation 
by sea from any Canadian port or from 
Portland, Boston and New York. 

Noanimals covered by this memoran- 
dum may be placed on board cars ti!) 
the litter from previous loads has been 
removed and the car thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected. Inspectors may caus 
such work to be done at the expense of 
the railway company, or prohibit the 
use of cars until it is done. 

Sheep may be admitted subject to in 
spection at port of entry and accompa 
nied by official certificates that shee; 
scab has not existed in the district wher 
they have been fed within six months 
If disease exists in any of them, they 
may be returned or slaughtered. Shee; 
may be admitted for transit in bond 
from one port to another in either coun 
try, and, if for slaughter, they may be 
admitted without inspection. Subject te 
inspection at shipping port, they may 
be admitted into either country for 
transit to any shipping port in Canad. 
for export by sea, or to the Uncvied State: 
for export from Portland, Boston an! 
New York. 

Swine may be admitted without in 
spection for slaughter in bonded cars t: 
bonded slaughter houses, or when form 
ing part of a settlers effects and accom 
panied by acertificate that swine plagus 
or hog cholera has not existed within 
six months in the district whence they 
came. Lacking such certificate, they 
must be inspected at port of entry, and. 
if diseased, will be slaughtered without 
compensation. 

Horses may be admitted in bond from 
one port to another in eith:r country 
without inspection at the shipping pert 
Horses may be admitted for racing 
show or breeding purposes on inspection 
at port of entry. Horses may be admit 
ted for temporary stay, teaming o: 
pleasure driving at points along the 
frontier for a period not exceeaing one 
week on port of entry permit of custom: 
officer. Should he observe any evidence 
of disease he will detain the animals 
and report to the district inspector, wir 
will decide whether the animals may t+ 
admitted, and horses used for driving ot 
riding toor from points in Manitoba, 
Northwest Territories or British Colum- 
bia on business connected with stocks 
raising or mining, and horses belongiyy 
tothe Indian tribes, may be admitted 
without inspection, but must report ' 
customs officers both going and coming 
Under all other circumstances hor» - 
must be inspected at port of entry.

Ignoring Egypt- 
ian precedents and borrowing nothing 
from other nations. Greek architecture 
carved its own columns, set its own pedi- 
ments, adjusted its own entablatures, 
rounded its own molding and carried out 
as never before the threé qualities of 
right building, called by an old 
“turmitas, utilitas, venustas’’—namely, 
firmness, usefulness, beauty. Although 
the Parthenon on the Acropolis of Athens 
is only a wreck of the storms and earth 
quakes and bombardments of many cen- 
turies, and although Lord Elgin took 
from one side of that building, at an ex 
pense of $250,000, two shiploads of sculp-

But to ignite this compound there 
is just the slightest friction of rubbing it 
against some ordinary substance—there 
is then no explosion or rapid spreading 
of flames, but a strange. living fire, in- 
capable of being stamped out or killed is 
any known way.
